Reports from four who shared the frightening experience tell 
the exciting story of how men and media prepared to cover 
an election, then had disaster and destruction to report too.

election, it was expected 


Rave and television reporters cen 
tered attention all day on the huge 
turnout of voters marching to Dallas 
County's polls. They had covered 
thoroughly the day normal assign 
ments, and now were resting before 
the hours-long task of keeping listen 
ers and viewers abreast of election 
result 

Throughout the day the U. §S 
Weather Bureau had sounded warn 
ings to the news outlets that Dalla 
was included in an area threatened 
by “severe thunderstorm With that 
warning in hand, editors had kept an 
eye warily on the weather, but mostly 
to see what effect it would have on the 
election turnout. Radio Station KRLD 
with its 50,000 watt coverage, aired the 
torm warnings to outlying area 

One of the first indications that the 
election would share top billing came 
at 3:25 p.m. Nick Sindik, publishe 
of the Carrollton Chronicle, a small 
weekly north of Dalla called Radio 
Station KLIF to report a tornado to 
the west. News Editor Stan Weinberg 
put the information on the air as a 
bulletin 


HORTLY after 4 p.m., the Dallas 

County Sheriff radio began crack 
ling with reports of a tornado build 
ing up south of Dallas. A huge forma 
tion of cumulus mamatus, breast-like 
tornado-producing clouds, was boiling 
toward the Oak Cliff section on the 
outhwest side of Dalla 

At 4:20 came the electrifying new

Perhaps Bingham experiment will 
be the beginning of a modern revival 
that will recapture the readership for 
these page Editors and publisher 
have been too slow to realize that 
their avowed opinion pages are the 
least read in their papers. Or if they 
have recognized the fact, they have 
been unwilling to try to do anything 
about it or have lacked the imagina

There has been too much compart 
mentalized, ivory tower thinking on 
the editorial pages, One of the reason 
for this, at least on the local level, is 
the distance between the editorial 
vriters and the reporters.

of journalists and advertising and public 
relations men are dissimilar in impor 
tant respects. In general they are con 
sidered to be in professions serving the 
private and specialized interests of the 
employer first rather than serving the 
public interests directly 

No changes were made in paragraph 
G. below which describes public rela 
tions candidates who serve a public in 
terest and who are usually considered 
to be in journalism 

“Writers and editor actively and 
chiefly engaged in the writing or editing 
of current information to be used i 


news columns of newspapers, magazine 





or business pape! radio or television 
news broadcasts, and which is of gen 
eral information and disseminated pri 
marily in the public interest, and who 
in addition have an acceptable back 
ground of experience in news work on 


newspapers, magazines, or in broadcast 
ing 

For example writer nd editor for 
a civic organization, a social agency, a 
benevolent or philanthropic foundatior 
in educational institution, or a depart 
ment of government, except military 

At present, undergraduates planning to 
go into public relation ire eligible 


though if they remain in public relatior 
they probably would have to be classi 


fied later as Associates. Undergraduate 
who major in Public Relations are not 
eligible. Those who merely indicate a 
leaning toward public relatior re more 
acceptable, since they may quite possil 
change their mind everal times 


The position taken by the Executive 
Council was explained to the chapter 
in a letter to their presidents from Rob 
ert Cavagnaro, Vice President in Charge 
of Professional Chapter Affair It also 
pointed out that the Council is not con 
cerned with the many loyal and active 
public relations men already member 
of the Fraternity, but solely with the sta 
tus of candidates at the time they are 
nominated for membership 

The letter also indicated that the Coun 
cil feels that current members not now 
in journalism, since they enjoy a fa 
vored status not now available to those 
who might have hoped to become mem 
bers, should gradually be shifted to As 
sociate status, without voting and office 
holding rights as has been required by 
the Constitution and By-Laws for many 
years. The Council also cautioned chap 
ters to note that no fundamental change 
in membership requirements have been 
made, but that the Council's action sim 
ply implements what has been in the 
Constitution for a long time and that 
it is purely a matter of enforcing its pro 
visions
